Critical Juncture for G.O.P. 


By JOHN GUNTHER 

The first thing to say, looking 
into the exposed viscera of the 
Republican party that this 
make-or-break campaign is prob 
ably the most critical in its 
tory.

Not since Theodore Roosevelt in 
1901 has a military man become 
president, and T.R. was not a 
regular army officer. 
In a manner of speaking, 
what. is at stake is not merely the 
presidency of the United States 
but—the Soviets and their allies 
excluded—the presidency of the 
world. 

The overriding advan 
tage Republicans have, as 
they see it, is the desire of people 
for a change.* The Democrats 
have been in power for 20 un- 
interrupted years, and 20 years 
is a long time. The issue goes 
beyond such ‘obvious items as 
is avid for power 
or that the Democratic admin 
istration is fraying at the edges. 

It is not merely, the Republi- 
cans that Washington im- 
peratively needs a change of face, 
new direction, and fresher blood. 
What counts, on a high level, is 
the survival of the American 
two-party system. Give the Dem- 
ocrats another four years, and the 
two-party system might be dead 
as Ptolemy. 

Hence, many independents and 
some convinced Democrats are 
expected to vote Republican this 
year if the G.O.P. candidate is 
somebody they can gulp down 
without, too much pain, like Eis- 
enhower or Warren.

MODEL MINING TOWN. 
M* RECENT TOUR of the south-eastern part of British 

Columbia gave me a welcome opportunity to see the 
progress that is being made all over this province, and to re- 
fresh myself with its beauty. The lovely lakes of the Okanagan 
and the east Kootenay country, like limpid jewels in 
superb settings, the grandeur of the mountains in the Crow's 
Nest Pass area, reminded me again of the magnificent 
character of this province’s scenery 

No wonder that British Columbia is drawing so many 
people here, not only for vacation purposes but to take up 
residence. Penticton and other towns in the Ok gan, for 
instance, are bursting at the seams under the pressure of 
population increases. 


AMAZING HOTEL 
WAS PARTICULARLY impressed with the growth of Pen- 
ticton, that bustling little town.on the extreme’ southern 
tip of Lake Okanagan. Its new Prince Charles Hotel is a 
revelation of modern design, plus unexcelled comfort, that 
would put many a metropolitan hote| to shame. 

It also boasts & magnificent new school, while new homes 
are springing up all over the place. The roads leading to it 
are lined with*“motels” (awful word!) and auto camps whose 
design might well be copied on Vancouver Island. Instead 
of standing out like incongruous eyesores on the landcsape, 
they and their gardens blend into the scenery with a delight- 
ful effect of belonging to it.

Then Acheson flew to Berlin 
and Schuman returned to Paris. 

Acheson told newspapermen 
the talks “have served to inform 
each of us on developments in 
various parts of the world and 
to strengthen the liaison and un- 
derstanding among us.” 

The ministers announced last 
night that they had agreed on 
the substance of a note to Russia 
outlining conditions under which 
the western powers would agree 
to meet with the Soviets to dis- 
cuss uniting Germany and map- 
ping a German peace treaty. 

They also announced they had 
“considered means” for insuring 
close co-operation in Korea and 
the Far East. 

In his separate meeting with 
Eden today, informed sources 
said Acheson again touched upon 
the U.S. offer of a British link 
with the United Nations com- 
mand U.S...General -Mark. Clark, 

Acheson's talk with Schuman 
was said to have centred on spe- 
cial French problems in Europe, 
including the European defense 
community, which hopes eventu- 
ally to bring in West German 
armed forces. 

The communique last night 
gave no details on the agreement 
to answer a qualified “yes” to 
repeated Russian demands for di- 
rect four-power talks on a Ger 
man settlement.

added in the fall, long after the young 
have left the nest and before the old 
birds leave for the winter. 

In the course of time old nests reach 
large proportions, perhaps six feet across 
and almost as high, Such a nest may, 
in fact, become so large and heavy that 
the tree supporting it falls down in the 
first winter storm. When this occurs the 
birds usually rebuild in the nearest suit- 
able tree as if loath to leave the area 
to which they are accustomed. 

To examine an eagle's nest is usually 
a major undertaking. Often it is in a 
tree difficult to scale without climbing 
‘irons. When the nest is reached, per- 
haps a hundred feet or more from the 
ground, it is usually impossible to climb 
up over the edge; it is necessary then 
to tear a hole in the bottom and to bore 
a way through ignoring the debris which 
sifts down one’s neck. 

The parent birds, of course, are 
greatly concerned over the interloper’s 
presence; they do not attack, however, 
but sit on a nearby tree-top or fly about 
at a distance voicing their protests in a 
quavering, plaintive whistle, altogether 
lacking those qualities one associates 
with suth.a nobletooking bird.

Two is the usual number of eggs 
laid. The youngsters which hatch from 
them grow rapidly but nevertheless re- 
quire about 14 weeks before they are 
able to leave the nest. At this stage 
they are dark brown in color; the white 
head and tail feathers of the adult are 
not fully acquired until the third year 
of life . 

Contrary to general belief, these 
birds are not bald in the sense of lack- 
ing hair (or feathers) on the head. Ac- 
tually, they have as heavy a covering 
as most. Apparently these birds were 
originally called “Pie-bald Eagles,” re- 
ferring to their black and white appear- 
ance and in time this was shortened 
to the present form 

The main food of coastal eagles is 
fish, living, maimed or dead. This may 
be salmon in streams during the spawn- 
ing season but at other times the catch

When an eagle spots a fish in 
water the bird usually makes a couple 
of tight turns above the prey, drops with 
folded wings to the level a few feet 
above the water, then on hovering wings 
plunges the long legs beneath the’ sur- 
face to capture the fish in its strong

If the catch is a herring it may be 
transferred to the beak and swallowed 
while the bird is still in flight. If the 
fish is larger it is usually carried ashore 
to be eaten. Occasionally the prey is 
too large to be lifted from the water, 
in which case the eagle attempts to tow 
it ashore by heavy wing flaps 

If the bird becomes exhausted it rests 
on the surface of the sea with wings 
outstretched and still clutching the fish. 
With a struggle it may become partially 
air-borne again or it may continue flop- 
ping over the surface until it can drag 
itself and the fish on to the beach. 

While it is highly unlikely that Bald 
Eagles will be exterminated in British 
Columbia they have been pretty well 
eliminated from urban areas much to the 
disappointment of bird observers. Even 
though the commendable attempts of 
the Victoria Natural History Society to 
have this bird placed on the protected 
list may someday be successful, it may 
be necessary to control their numbers 
where. predation on spawning salmon 
is found to occur.

The ministry said the present 
epidemic is less serious than that 
of 1937 when nearly 4,000,000 cat- 
tle were infected on 380,000 
farms.

One of the most important 
kinds of headache is known as 
migraine. As a rule this type of 
headache is located on one side 
only. Before it starts the suf- 
ferer often has peculiar sensa 
tion. In migraine, drugs given 
just before an attack may stop 
the condition from full develop 
ment 

In all cases of severe or re 
peated headaches, a complete 
history of the attacks should be 
taken. The victim of such a con- 
dition should remember exactly 
where the headache is located 
and how it comes on. For ex- 
ample. if headaches often start 
this factor may be an important

SYDNEY, Australia, June 28 
(Reuters). — “The fastest girl 
in the world,” 20-year-old Mar- 
jorie Jackson, is one of the best 
bets to win a gold medal for 
Australia at the summer Olym- 
pics in Helsinki, Finland, next 
month. 

Experts here believe that 
Marjorie, who is a typist when 
not on the cinders, is almost 
certain to win the 100-metre 
and has excellent pros- 
pects in the 200 metres, 

Marjorie became the fastest 
woman sprinter in March when 
she ran 100 yards in 104 sec- 
onds, to better her own previous 
world record by three-tenths of 
a second.

GOOSEBERRY JELLY 


Five and one-half cups (2% 
Ibs.) juice, 7 cups (3 Ibs.) sugar 
1 box powdered fruit pectin 

To prepare juice. crush 
oughly or grind about 4%4 Ibs. 
or 3 quarts fully ripe goose- 
berries. Add 1 cup water, bring 
to a boil and simmer, covered, 10 
minutes. Place fruit in jelly 
cloth or bag and squeeze out 
juice. (If there is a slight short- 
age of juice, add small amount 
of water to pulp in jelly cloth and 
squeeze again). 

Measure sugar into dry dish 
and set aside until needed. Meas 
ure juice into a 5 to 6quart 
saucepan and place over hottest 
heat. Add powdered fruit pec- 
tin, mix well, and continue stir- 
ring. until mixture comes to a 
hard boil. At once pour in sugar, 
stirring, constantly. Continue 
stirring, bring to a full rolling 
boil and boil hard one-half min- 
ute.
